OBITUARY. 


DR. MICHAEL BERNAYS. 


Professor Dr. Michael Bernays died at Carlsruhe on the 25th of February. 
The deceased, who was one of the sons of the-late Dr. Isaac Bernays, the famous 
Chacham of the Jewish community of Hamburg, was born there on the Ith of 
November, 1834, and was thus in his 63rd year. He was a well-known and most 
distinguished literary historian, and an eminent Germanist. From 1X03 to D806 
he studied the history of literature in Bonn and Heidelberg. In the former 
place he attended the lectures of Welceker, Ritschl, Diez, and ernst Moritz 
Arndt. at the latter place those of Gervinus, He became University teacher in 
and beyan his career at the Leipsic University private docent, He there 
lectured wath Zarncke, Minckwitz, Paul, and Biedermann on German 
philolowy and the general history of literature. In 1873) he was 
summoned to Munich as Extraordinary Professor of the History of Litera- 
ture, but already a year later he was advanced to the position of Ordinary 
Professor, Jn his lectures, chiefly devoted to German, but subsequently also to 
and French diterature, he displaved a fascinating eloquence. His 
auditory was most enthusiastic, being carmed away with the charm he knew to 
infuse into his addresses. Ep fact, im speech Jay his great force. His memory 
was stupendous, without the aid of any manuscript, giving exactly the pages of 
the editions where the quotations he made conld be found. On the death of 
Karl Tomaschak am T8709, which created a vacaney in the Chair of German 
History of Literature of the Vienna University. it was first intended to appot n 
Michael Bernays as his successor. He came to Vienna and delivered a public 
lecture on the style of Lessing. However, he did not obtain the post. He 
Professor im Mumiech till when he retired altogether from. his 
vocation of teacher. He went to Carlsruhe. there to devote himself exclusively 
te dis studies. One of the first writings. of this had Schiller for its 
theme, and at appeared at the commemorative fete of the centenary of 
Schiller’s birth. Goethe was the poet to whom he paid most 
attention throughout his life. He was a Goethe enquirer par excellence, Tn 1866 
he published “Zur Kaitihk und Geschichte des Goethe schen Textes.” In this 
work he repaired the errors which printers. in their carelessness, and editors in 
IWnoOrance, fad allowed to creep into the text of Goethe's writings. Another 
eminent work of his, is, Briefe: an Friedmeh A. Wolff.” to which 
Bernays added a comprehensive introduction illustrating Goethe's relations to 
the poetry of classical antiquity. In the beginning of the seventies, Bernays 
was invited by Salomon Hirzel to collaborate with him on’a grand work on 
Goethe. To this collaboration we owe the excellent work " Der junge Goethe ” 
CS vols. IAT). All of Goethe's poetry and prose from the years 1764 to 1776, in 
their original form are, as faras they could be obtained, carefully collated in this 
book, and the deceased wrote, besides, the introduction to it. Itis one of the 
most delicious and valuable collections, He also wrote a biography of Goethe. 
and one of Gotsched, for the “ Allgemeine deutsche Biographie.”Bernays also 
devoted his labours to Shakespeare. and published a revised edition of the 
schlegel-Tieck translation of the bard of Avon. In 1872 he published a work, 
Zur Entstehungs geschichte des Schlegelschen Shakespeare,” which preceded 
the book previously mentioned. He, furthermore, published the German transla- 
thon of Homer's Odyasee by. Voss in its oldest form. Last vear he published the 
first volume of his collected “Studies.” For the second volume we shall have to 
lougk in vain

The remedy was to be found in the establishment « 
public abattoirs where the meat could be thoroughly examined, The repr 
of the Tuberculosis Commission showed that to detect the symptoms of tur 
culosis the most minute examination is necessary, 

Dr. NorMAN KERR disavowed all intention of interfering unduly with 
meat industry. ‘The butchers’ formed one of the staples of the country, but: 
abattoirs would diminish cruelty to live animals. He strongly advocated ti: 
establishment of a Ministry of Health, which would be an enormous benefit ' 
the country. The importance of this great subject would amply justify: 
erection of an iediependbul office in the State.

THE CHIEF RABBI ON SKILLED HANDICRAFT. 


— 


The Cuter Rarer preached on Saturday last to a large congregation, such 
as is wont to assemble at the Great Synagogue on Sabbath Shekalim, on the 
message which the detailed narrative of the construction of the Temple in the 
Wilderness gave to the Jews of the present age—the consecration of skilled 
labour. He took as his text, Exodus xxxvy., 50-35, in which not merely designers, 
but the workers in gold, silver and copper, the cutters of stone, and the carvers 


of wood, the engraver, the embroiderer, the weaver, and every skilled 
workman were described filled with the spirit) of God in 
wisdom, understanding, and knowledge. He bade his” hearers turn 


to the Haphtorah, where they had read of the carpenters and builders, 
the masons and hewers of stone, that had repaired the breaches in the House of 
the Lord in the days of King Jehoash. When a synagogue had to be built 
nowadays, there were Jewish architects who could ably desiyn the building, but 
where were the Jewish masons, hewers of stone and bricklayers to execute those 
plans ? He besought the Jewish parents present not to train their children in 
occupations and trades which were overstocked, which had to suffer from 
ee slackness, in which the only certainty of the wage rate was its uniform 


owness, and to have them edueated in skilled. and therefore remunerative: 


handicrafts. Of the various departments of the Board of Guardians, the work 
undertaken by the Apprenticing Committee was the most salutary. [In the last 
Report to which he had access fifty different trades were enumerated in which 
150 youths were being apprenticed, due regard being had to their ability to keep 
Sabbath and festivals. The list of these various crafts, including as they did, 
art metal workers, brass finishers, carpenters and joiners, copper, iron and. tin- 
plate workers, diamond mounters and setters, engravers, lapidaries, silver chasers 
and embossers, weavers, &c., read lke sentences taken from the Sedrah of the day. 
The Honorary Secretary of the Industrial Committee had intimated to him that 
they greatly needed gentlemen who would be willing to assist the Committee 
as Visiting Guardians of apprentices. It was essential that those lads 
while on trial, and periodically during their term of apprenticeship, should be 
visited by a Guardian at their workshop. He earnestly hoped that no difficulty 
would be experienced in obtaining zealous volunteers for this good work, and he 
asked willing helpers, both from the East and the West, to send in their names 
either direct to the Honorary Secretary of the Industrial Committee or to him, 
One essential duty of these guardians was to impress upon their wards the 
virtues of perseverance and determination, to urge them to learn their trades 
thoroughly, that the dignity of labour censisted in doing their work faithfully, 
honestly, substantially. For even as in the rearing of the Tabernacle, every 
work, even the lowest, to hew wood and to drive in a nail, was holy work, thus 
even the hurablest toil, if performed with honesty of purpose and with hearty 
goodwill, would be consecrated and would merit and receive the blessing of 
leaven. 


JEWISH SELF-HELP ASSOCIATION.

During the past few days I have, thanks to the courtesy of Mr. Schewzik 


and his staff, been examining and analysing 173 application forms for Motzas, A 
much greater number of forms were sent in, but T have simply taken those where 
full details were given, and which have been investigated by someone from the 
office in New Road. ‘These 173 application forms represent in all L057 persons 
(including babies). The total amount of money (that is the earnings of the 
head of the family) divisible between them weekly is L141 Os., or a fraction 
over Ys. Sd. for each person. Out of this sum, rent and clothing 
must of course be deducted. The Tailors head the list with 44 appheation 
forms. Five fathers receive an average wage of 10s. a week ; there are 2 at 12s., 
lat I4s., 10 at 15s, at dat 20s., and lat 2os. One tailor receiving 


Ibs. a week has 10 children, and the eldest not yet old enough to contribute - 


towards the weekly board. ‘Che Finishers follow close on with 45 forms. Here 
there are 1 at 8s., 2 at 10s., at IIs, 6d., 6 at 12s,, at Tat Sat 20s., Tat 
25g, and 1 at 24s. ‘I'welve are designated Travellers, and may be sub-divided as 
follows : 1 at 7s., 1 at 1 at 9s. (he parenthetically adds “ when employed"), at 
10s., 1 at 15s., 2 at 18s., and 3 at 20s. Eleven slipper makers are classed, 3 at 10s., 
Sat 15s., 2 at 18s., 2 at 20s, and | at 24s, There are ten machiners, | at Ss., 1 at 
10s., at 12s., 15s.,2 at and 1 at 20s.

This one has to support 
five children and her total earnings average Xs, per week, while another has to 
support three children on an income of 10s. a week. Statistics are often 
wearisome but these are sadly interesting, and I doubt not a great deal 
more sadness and poverty lies under the surface. There are many people who 
will. not apply for charity but who nevertheless will make application when 
they find that they can get the necessaries of life at cost price, or 
at a trifle over the cost of production. Surely in the absence of 
fair wages being paid to the workers there cannot be a better work 
done than this, The applicants are not the recipients of charity, inasmuch 
as they pay for the goods they receive, buying them, as I have stated, at a trifle 
over the cost of manufacture, The promoters state that they very much regret 
if they in any way interfere with the business of the tradesmen, but they deem 
it their duty to try in some measure or other to alleviate the dire distress that 
abounds among a great portion of the East End Jewish population. And, more- 
over, the operations of the Association are distributed over so wide an area that 
any individual tradesman cannot be injured except in an infinitesimal degree. 
Again, not all who apply are allowed to participate in the advantage. Each case 
is investigated on its merits, and only those found to be really deserving are

STATE AID TO JEWISH COLONIES IN RUSSIA. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


There are, asis weil known, Jewish agricultural colonies in the South of 
Russia. They were established by the will of Czar Nicholas [., and have now 
been in existence nearly balf a century. They at first showed no signs of BUC- 
cess, partly because the colonists who originally settled there knew but little, if 
anything, of agriculture, partly because they received no encouragement on the 
part of the Government that called them into life, and were, besides, from time 
to time madea laughing stock by the Jew-hating press, and even by some 
Government officials also, who were commissioned mow and then to “inspect” 
these settlements, Still the colomes lived on and continued to show a spark of 
hfe, untilin PX&0, the then Minister of Agriculture paid a personal visit to many 
of them, and, as it was then reported in the Jewish Chronrele, was favourably im- 
essed by what he saw with his own eyes, promising the colonists to induce the 
unsian (government to grant them certain concessions, and, amongst other 
things, an their small holdings.

“A will against sutiSemitism is mentioned by the Vienna papers. It 
appears that, Aulie Councillor Miesmegler, formerly President of the Austrian 
Court m matters of Civil Law, who died in May last year, has referred to anti- 
Semitism in his testament. He therein bequeathed legacies to 60 persons, and 
at the end of the will there is a curious passage, characteristic of the testator’s 
views. He expressed in that passaye a wish, that all whom he had befriended in 
his will should hold aloof from the movement, which, known under the name of 
anti-Semitism, is chiefly directed’ayainst the Jews. He regarded it as intolerance 
te persecute Anyone on account of his creed, and he knew too well. that if anti- 
Semitism be not soon destroyed other creeds would likewise have to suffer from 
it. Itas well to put on record the opinion of so sensible and humane a man. 


BAVARIA. 

A leader of the anti-Semites named Wengg came before the Courts on the 
2oth ult. for publishing a pamphlet entitled ° Der Shulchan Aruch,” which con- 
tamed the grossest slanders, The Public Prosecutor submitted that Wengg 
should be condemned to pay ) marks. The Judge and the Public Prosecutor 
said that whereas the laws contained in the “Shulchan Aruch” were antiquated 
and not binding upon all Jews, the Court would have to take that into considera- 
tion when pronouncing sentence, which was postponed for eight days. When 
Wengg's counsel, Herr Schilein, remarked that “the Jews were only an 
exploitation company, a spectator called out * Bravo.” The judge ordered the 


man to stand up, and committed him to prison for three days for contempt of

his father, the Rev. 8. M. Gollanez. Mr. Louis Davidson, Chairman of the 
Visitation Committee of the United Synagogue, was not long ago elected a 
member. of the, Committee of Management, and is a very active worker on 
the Commaittee, which now includes four Jewish names, while Mr, 
Leopold de Rothschild and the Right Hon. Lord Battersea, are the 
Treasurers. In anticipation of the Dinner on the 18th, Mr. Louis Davidson 
and Mr. Coleman Defries have jointly issued a circular to the members of the 
Jewish community, uging upon them ‘the claims of the institution upon the 
benevolent attention of the Jewish community, seeing what special advantages 
it affords for the relief of Jewish patients.” 


[t is seldom that a preacher is able to apply the Biblical text

training young Jews to become artisans, and ‘ work in all manner of cunning 
workmanship,” like the masons, and weavers, and carpenters, who constructed 
with their own hands our first national House of Prayer. With the directness 
of a practised advocate of the claims of charitable institutions, he asked his 
hearers to endeavour to help the work of the Industrial department of the 
Board of Guardians. And no cause could have better deserved his 
advocacy. It is true that the department is in some respects in a prosperous 
condition. The grant which is annually placed at its disposal by the 
Board is supplemented by special funds, amounting to more than £2,500, 
which have from time to time been made over by charitable donors to be 
devoted to the apprenticeship of boys and girls; and the fact that at the 
present time nearly five hundred apprentices are serving. their indentures 
shows that the Committee which administers the department, does its work 
with vigour. But, in spite of the five hundred apprentices, there is probably 
a far larger number of Jewish boys who ought to be assisted, or persuaded, 
to learn good trades, but who arenow earning a few shillings a week as errand 
boys. Later on, for want of industrial skall, they will drift) into small tailors’ 
workshops, will earn poor and intermittent wages, will year by year degenerate 
in physique, in consequence of poor living, long hours of labour, and insanitary 
conditions, and will become the — parents of sickly children 
whom it will tax the energies of the next generation of the cotm- 
munity to support. The existence of such a class, more or less large, 
seems to be .an inevitable evil, and we searely dare to hope that there will be 
a time when every poor boy will be brought up to a trade or handicraft. But

inevitable causes, he will complain of the carelessness of those who had, but, 
for lack of historic interest, did not use, the opportunity of transmitting to him 
in safety the documents that he would desire to possess. [For he may 
find, unless those who are responsible for the management of our commmnal 
institutions awake to a sense of their neglect, that most of the reports of our 
charitable and other institutions, in which the greater part of the Anglo- 
Jewish history of the 19th century is written, have vanished off the face of the 
earth. If, as all historians must do, he seeks at the Library of the British 
Museum the materials for his work, he will find that of the thirty-seven 
Reports which the Board of Guardians has issued up to the present time, 
only two, the seventh and the tenth, are mentioned in the catalogue as 
having been received ; that of the Reports of the United Synagogue, only 
those issued since 1892 have been preserved there, and of the Reports of Jews’ 
College, only the ninth and the thirteenth; while there will be no 
evidence at all, except in newspapers, to: show that such institutions as 
the Board of Deputies, the Jews’ Free School, and the Jews’ 
Hospital and Orphan Asylum ever existed at all. And yet all these bodies 
issue to their supporters annual statements of their progress. We confess 
that we feel great sympathy with the historian of the future; and we trus 
that means will be taken to lighten the burden of his difficulties by the trans 
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mission to the great national library of al] future Reports of Jewish institution, 
and of ax many of their past Reports as possible. The Copyright Act, which 
ensures that a copy of every British publication shall be sent to the British 
Museum, does not extend to the Reports of charitable institutions, since such 
documents are not. in the strict sense of the word, published. But the duty, 
though not imposed by law, ought to be performed from public spirit ; and, 
from similar motives, copies of such papers as we have referred to should be 
sent to the Guildhall Library for the use of students, occupied in the City or 
resident in the East End, who cannot manage to pursue their researches in 
Bloomsbury. We are quite willing to render our assistance to repair as far 
fis possible the deficiencies of the past and to avoid similar neglect in the 
future. Secretaries and others are invited to send to our office old and current 
Reports of Jewish institutions, and we will arrange that parcels shall be pert- 
odically forwarded to the British Museum and the Guildhall Library. The 
co-operation of our readers in sending us old Reports for the purpose of 
completing’ sets would be particularly useful. 


The West London Synagogue of British Jews has jus’

Ministers. | It contains one item pon which we are prompted to offer 
some observations. Among its funded properties there 1s 
a sum of about £1,300 set apart for the training of Jewish ministers. The 
Fond had its origin in circumstances which were peculiar, It was started in 
the early years of the congregation, when the Reformers stood apart from the 
rest of the community, ‘Their isolated) position engendered the fear that, 
unless they trained their own students, they would have no ministers to 
fall back upon when Professor Marks and Dr. Lowy should retire. 
Subsequent events, however, proved that this fear was unfounded. 
The first ventleman tramed under the auspices of the Fund was Sir Philip 
Magnus. Strange to say, he was the only student of whose ministerial services 
the West London Synagogue has availed itself. The Rev. I. M. Simmons, 
who came next, beeame Minister of the Manchester congregation of British 
Jews. The only other minister whom the Fund has trained—the Rey. A. P. 
Bender— was. recently appointed Minister of the Cape Town Hebrew Congre- 
gation, Since Sir Philip Magnus’s retirement from the ministry, the Berkeley 
Street Congregation has studiously abstained from giving appointments to 
its own students, preferring to draw its ministers from those who have been 
trained at Jews’ College. For the past four or five years the Fund has been 
In abeyance, no one having been appointed to succeed Mr. Bender. These 

lacts are siguificant ard highly suggestive. 


Only one inference can be drawn from them, and that. is 
that the Fund ought to be reorganised. The West London 
Synagogue being no lonyver estranged from the rest of the 
community, and having shown by its recent appointments 
that the need for training its own ministers has ceased to exist. it would seem 
that the time has now arrived for combining its educational forces with those of 
the general community; in other words, for attaching its Ministers’ Training 
Fund in some way to Jews’ College. It cannot be said that this would 
Involve an improper diversion of moneys left for a specific purpose, The 
und was established for the training of Jewish ministers, and so far 
as owe uware there no. clause in the trust deed that 
would prevent their being trained at Jews’ College. Nor can it be urged 
for a moment that the training at Jews’ College—an orthodox institution— 
would unfit a student-to minister at Berkeley Street, seeing that two of its 
present ministers have come from that very institution, And this latter 
fact establishes a claim on the part of the College to participate in the benefits 
of the Fund which it is hard to ignore. Our suggestion is, therefore, not such 
a formidable proposition as it might seem to those who encounter it for the 
first time. If it should commend itself to. the authorities of Berkeley Street 
as practicable, the present would be a most opportune occasion for carrying it 
into effect. Neyotiations, which it is hoped will have a successful issue, are in 
progress for amalgamating Jews’ College with the Ramsgate College, and 
thus establishing a combined educational institution for the German and 
Portuguese Jews. The inclusion of the Ministers’ Training Fund of the 
West London Synayogue in the scheme of amalgamation would help to enlarge

It would be a good object lesson to many a manufac- 
turer to fetch him away from his country house, from his orchard, from his ball- 
room, and take him to some of the tailors’ dwellings off Commercial Road, in 


-the East End of London, or in the Jewish quarter of Manchester, and show 


him the enforced home-life of the men on whose life-blood he lives in luxury. 
The lives of these men are being ground down and their blood starved by design 
for the profit of other people. They have to work and sweat like galley slaves, 
and get nothing in return but (andoften not that) the wherewithal to keep life in 
the bedy. Am I my brother’s keeper’ There is one thing. We are morally 
responsible to do our best for the welfare of our fellow-men and women, If 
sae man was paid according to his work, the full money he earned would enable 
him to-bring up his family honestly and virtuously, and not in hovels, but in 
houses and surroundings worthy the name of home. Well has one writer put 
it: “ There never was a greater call for the prophet than now for the man with 
a message, and who, understanding his times. could speak out fearlessly and 
undoubtingly.” Exposure of wrong is a duty devolving upon all, and we need 
to be awakened to our sense of responsibility. 

~ On Thursday evening of last week, a very interesting lecture was given by 
Herr Stoffers, at Club Union Hall, on the German system of Employers’ Liability 
and State Insurance. The audience was not so large as might have been expected, 
considering the importance of the subject, but those who attended evinced the 
greatest interest in the lecture, and some interesting statistics were given. One 
commendable feature about the German system, is that when an accident occurs 
ina factory, an inquiry 1s held, and if it is found that the accident was caused

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THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
Bucuarest, Fesrvary 1807. 


For many long years the Jews in this country have suffered all manner of 
frightful persecutions—destruction and profanation of synagogues, 
the Danube at Galatz, and expulsions—in fact, we have been treated far wor e 
than our brethren in barbarous Russia, and yet we have not lost courage. pie:

The harm which such 
a measure would cause to thousands of Jews, who work day and night to gain a 
bare subsistence, 1s incalculable, 

Another restrictive measure deals with Shechita. The Chef Veterinary 
at Jassy, M. Jocu, has proposed the prohibition of Shechita. so that Jews will 
be compelled to kill cattle in the same way as Christians. M. Jocu, in his report 
to the Mayor. mentions thatin Saxony and Switzerland Shechita has been for- 
hidden.

DECREE CONCERNING JEWISH RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION IN 
BERLIN. 


LFROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
Brruix, March 1, 


For years a struggle has gone on in interested circles regarding eh/igatory 
Jewish religiousinstruction. Up to the present time the pupils were not compelled 
to participate in religious instruction ; but making it obligatory is the only means 
of inculeating any religious knowledge in our young. After even the ante 
Semites reproached us that Jewish pupils grow up without religious instruction - 
at the last * Gemeindetag ” of the “ Deutsch-Israelitischen ‘(Gemeindebund "the 
subject in question was debated. The result of the discussion was the forwarding 
of a petition to the Minister of Public Worship (vide Jewish Chronicle, January 
20th), asking him to make Jewish religious instruction vhligatury, except where 
the pupils already receive such adequate tuition. A decree just published by 
the School Board on the managemeut of the Jewish pupils in Klementary, 
Schools contain important and remarkable clauses. 

It runs as follows: “The Directors of the Elementary Schools in Berlin, in 
which Jewish children receive secular instruction, must demand that every 
Jewish child should bring a certified statement where, when, and from whom he 
or she receives religious instruction.” The names of children growing up without 
religious instruction will be reported by the School Board to the Dresden of 
the Police, who will in his turn report to the Vorstand of the Jewish com 
munity, so that they may provide the necessary religious instruction, and furnish 
proof of it. 

As a testunony of the capability for giving religious instruction, an examina- 
tion will be held in future before a Commission of the Jewish Seminary, and a 
representative of the School Board, and no Jew or Jewess will be allowed to 
pass an examination as a teacher, without previously passing the examination in 
religious knowledge. 

A Special Inspector for religious instruction cannot be appointed by the 
State. It remains with the Vorstand of the Jewish community (with due regard 
to existing rules) to make its own arrangements for conducting the religious 
instruction. By these means two objects are attained, 1. That the Jewish 
pupils in Berlin have obligatory instruction in Jewish religion.

In the future it will be better, because every Jewish teacher, 
before he gets a facultas docendi, must pass his examination also in religious 
subjects, This decree will doubtlessly soon take effect in every school in 
Prussia, and will be of lasting advantage to both Jewish teachers and pupils.

SABBATH MEALS SOCIETY. 


The annual meeting of the Society for Providing Strangers with Meals on 
Sabbaths and Holidays, was held on Sunday at the Beth Hamedrash, St. James's 
Place, Mr. I. BrrnpaumM, President, in the chair. 

The CirAIRMAN, in submitting the balance sheet for 1806, said that £51 more 
had been spent in 1806 than in 1805, In the latter year, 7,31 meals had been 
given to 1,021 persons, at a cost of £205 13s., whereas in 1406, the Society had 
distributed 9,217 meals to 2,051 persons, at a cost of £241 3s. Thus, 1,286 more 
meals had been given to 130 more persons at an extra cost of £35 10s. The 
Society might, therefore, congratulate itself on going ahead, increasing its 
expenditure year by year. and yet always having a fair ba'ance. At the last 
yeneral meeting, he had promised that the people should all sit down together in 
a large hall on Seder nights, an arrangement which their Treasurer, Mr. Weber, 
also wished carried out even at considerable extra cost. But he had been sorry 
to find that the Executive of the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter could not see 
But since then 
alterations had been made at the Shelter, which would enable 200 persons to sit 
down at the first Seder and meal, and the remainder at the second Seder, so that 
the second batch would not be kept waiting until a late hour, A complaint had 
been made that the poor were served with bad food, but after inquiry he had 
found the complaint to be groundless. The ‘Treasurer who was always present 
at meal time, and Mr. Blumstein, one of the Vice-Presidents, who was also a 
regular attendant, saw that the arrangements were satisfactory, and he was glad 
to know that a few other members of the Committee paid frequent visits during 
meal time. 

Mr. |. Weper, Mr. 8. TRENNER, and Mr. BLUMsreIN having borne out the 
President's statements, the balance-sheet (which showed an income of £336, and 
and expenditure of £205) was adopted. 

The following were elected Hon. Officers for the year: President, Mr. I. 
Birnbaum ; Messrs. 8S. Trenner, B. Blumstein and P, Silver- 
stone ; Treasurer, Mr. If. Weber - Auditors, Messrs. M. M. Birnbaum, M. 
Drukker and Jacob G. Fless. The Committee were re-elected with the addition 
of Messrs. B,. Abrahams, B. Bernstein, Diamond and 8. de Meza, ‘The Secretary 
Mr. H. Shmith, was likewise re-elected. The meeting closed with a vote of

The 4th chapter of Proverbs. the Ixth verse: “ The path of the just is as 
the shining light that shineth more and more unto perfect day. Authorised 
Version. The Revised Version has it: “The path of the righteous Is as the 
shining light. Dr. Richard Moulton translates it: “The path of the righteous 
ix as the light of the dawn that shineth more and more unto perfect day. It - 
strange how that word OPTS 1s rendered in English; sometimes as the 
righteous,” and sometimes as “the just.’ In this particular context, there 1s a 
good reason for translating it “the righteous,” because the next verse gives the 
antithesis by the words, “ The way of the wicked is as darkness : they know not 
at what they stumble.” The just and the righteous are two words which cannot 
logically.-be considered as equivalents of one another, for Justice 1s asingle virtue, 
whereas righteousness comprehends all virtues. This is just one of those illus- 
Frationn ot ine inestimable value of ripe Hebrew’ scholarship for an accurate 
appreciation of the Hebrew Seriptures, For the purpose of this discourse, 1] 
prefer to use the Hebrew word in the sense of the ryyhteovs as the comprehensive 
term. rather than of the jwf.

As a matter of fact there is no nation in 
Murope and few nations of antiquity in whom the gemius of poetry has been so 
highly developed as among our fellow-countrymen. The umon of attributes 
which make for the ideal as well as the practical is nowhere more forcibly illus- 
trated thanin our own Hebrew race, No people are more practical in business 
affairs -and yet what people is so uifted with the inspiration and with the 
genius of reliwion and of poetry What people are more Imaginative and what 
race is more sturdy inits practical intelhgence!? It is just the even balance 
hetween thought and action which has made the Anglo-Saxon race so grent. and 
which has constituted the fame of the people of Israel.

Upon if as a yaime, or perhaps as a drudge. Phere are ideals of varying standards. 
and low. An ideal is not necessarily a one; it may be a very bad one, 
and it is stillan ideal, Tt is really the conception of life, of conduct, or of duty 
which a man sets before him that constitutes his ideal. He generally creates it 
1) his imagination at an early period of his career. perhaps in his childhood, and 
he works up to it. whatever that ideal may be. I have often observed when | 
have noticed in some of the dreary back streets of London, or in provincial 
towns and villages, boys of I loafing about public-houses with clay pipes in 
their mouths, that they are doing this, not because it gives them any genuine 
pleasure in itself, but selely because it represents to their imagination the ideal 
of manhood which has been placed before them by the example of older persons. 
And it has occurred to me that if such lads had before them a different notion. 
and a better one, of what was the ideal of manhdod, they would be doing other 
things towards the realisation of it, and probably they would do them with a much 
keener sense Of satisfaction. ‘The period at which, from my own experience, 
ideals were set in abundance before one was from the age of 17 to 23. and there 
ean be no doubt that the most remarkable scenes of those ideals is the 
seat of University hfe.

LIVERPOOL. 


The annual meeting of the Board of Guardians for the Relief of the Jewish — 


Poor of Liverpool was held on Sunday last at the offices of the Society, Duke 
Street. There was a large attendance of members. The Report and Balance 
Sheet were adopted. Votes of thanks having been passed to the Hon. Officers, 
the following were elected to serve for the ensuing year: Mr. I. Silverberg 
(re-elected), President ; Mr. Felix Rosenheim (re-elected) and Mr. D. B. rman’ | 
Vice-Presidents ; Mr. Herbert J, Davis, Treasurer; Rev. S. Friedebery (re- 
elected), Hon. Secretary ; Messrs. Ernest E. Barnett and Harris N. Curlender, 
Auditors. The Annual Report states: The work of the Board has proceeded 
fairly smoothly during the past year, the usual variety of cases and problems 
being presented as in previous years. Perhaps there is noticeable in the present 
policy of the Board a greater tendency than before to help applicants with 
arger sums, in the hope of enabling them to earn their livelihood without further 
assistance ; and in one or two cases the experiment will be watched with some 
interest during the present year. Of the “ Casual” cases there have been one 
or two flagrant instances of families sent on to this city from other towns, with 
no prospect of supporting themselves here. Liverpool, as the last port of the 
Old World, has always suffered in this respect—intending emigrants to America 
being helped on from places (principally on the East Voast), in the expectation, 
evidently, of finding an Emigration Bureau ready to receive and forward them 
on arrival. But in the above instances there has not always been even: this 
excuse. The total amount of relief disbursed during the year amounted to 
£778 19s. This is about £83 in excess of the relief for 1895. ‘There has been an 
increase in the average amount granted to resident cases; on the other hand, there is 
a decrease in the number of casuals relieved, and in the sum total expended under 
that heading. ‘This is due to the policy of the Board in resolutely discouragin 

a class of loafers and others thoroughly undeserving of its charity. The Boar: 
again acknowledges the sum of £14) from the proprietors of the Bon Marche for 
special distribution during the Holy Days. It also tenders its warm thanks to 
other friends who have come to its assistance with liberal and timely gifts, to 
those who have contributed to its Coal Fund, to the Liverpool Needlework 
Guild for a liberal supply of garments, and to the Hot-pot Committee for its 
usual grant of coal tickets for distribution among the Board's recipients, Dr. 5. 
Lewis is also cordially thanked for advice and services rendered as honorary 
Medical Officer. The income derived from the Poor Boxes was £83 3s. 3d., bein 

a further decrease of £6 as compared with last year’s yield. Mr. Albert H. 
Samuel, theoriginal organiser of the scheme, again acted as Hon, Secretary of 
the Special Box Committee, and the zeal and activity displayed by him in 
superintending the work merit the warmest recognition. The Old Hebrew 
Congregation made its usual grant of £35, aud the Fountaigs Road £2 2s, From 
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the New Hebrew Congregation the sum of £20 was received. At the neler re 
meeting, Mr. F. Rosenheim, to the keen regret of the Board, nt the office 
inability to retain the position of President. Mr. Rosenheim had held t : - 7 
for four years. and during that time was unremitting 1n his exertions on be ae 
of the Board, and brought to bear very great zeal, tact, and abilit in ne 1S- 
charge of his duties. The Board places on record its deep sense 0 gratituc eo 
Mr. Rosenheim for his valuable services, and expresses the hope that it wi 
continue to retain bis active interest in all its affairs. In the vacancy thus 
created the Board was very fortunate to find a successor in Mr. J. Silverberg, 
who has applied himself with rare devotion to the duties of the office, and Othe 
the Board the full benefit of his ability and influence. 1 he advantages 0 e 
Loan Department have been utilised very largely this year, 4 loans (of course, 
without interest) having been granted, The benefits of this 
much appreciated by struggling tradesmen and others for whom it 1s avareyt 
The loans granted during the year amounted to£L 16) and the repayments to - 41. 
In closing the Report, the Board refer to the Balance Sheet. In spite ‘, an 
increase of about £20 in subscriptions and donations, the whole of the balance 
of £224 carried forward from 14% has disappeared, and in its place the Board 
finds itself faced by a debit balance of £4. The ordinary resources of the 
Board are wholly inadequate to the needs of the poor, and the charity 1s 
working under an occurring deficit of nearly

Society (which was founded last year, as the result of one of the Rev. S. Friede- 


‘ berg's children’s sermons), was held on Sunday last, at the Synagogue, Prince's 


Road. Although the regular work of collecting has not proceeded for a year, 
the sum of £22 has been raised by the children, and this has been divided among 
the Jewish charities of the citv. The meeting on Sunday was attended by many 


new youthful collectors, as well as by those who, have worked for the society 


from its commencement, and it is anticipated that a much larger sum will be 
raised this year. The Rev. 8. Friedeberg is President, the Rev. John Harris, 
Treasurer, and Master M.S, Yates, Hon. Secretary of the society.
